Your orators will further represent and show unto your honor 
that on the 20th dey of August, 1902, W.A.Owens and Meqala Owens 
executed 9 deed of trust to L.T.Hyatt, trustee, to secure a debt 
of $700, with interest thereon from the date of said decd to A.d. 
Baker, evidenced by the note of the said W.A. and Mahala Owens, 
due and payable three years from the 20th day of August, 1902, 
which said deed of trust covers said tract of land first above 
described, as wetl as two other tracts, which are particularly 
set out in a copy of the said deed of trust here filed as pert of 
this bill as exhibit "H", and which said deed is recorded in Deed 
Book 89, page 227. 

The premises considered, vour orators are advised that the said 
deed first above referred to as exhibit "EB", whereby the said W.A.
